from the city. Postmortem ex- 
amination showed that the young man’s 
death was caused by morphine and the 
theory of suicide largely but 
Coroner Paris, who investigated the case 
fully, came to the conclusion that Bar- 
hbour may have been drugged for the pur- 
pose of robbery and that death resulted 
from this. The theory of the 
that the young man’s death was due to 
foul play is shared by the father and he 
is in Birmingham for the purpose of con- 
ducting the fullest possib!e investigation. 
Mr. Barbour says there was absolutely no 
so far as he knew, for his son to 
commit suicide. He had $10 on his nerson 
and a collection of old coins, medals and 
so forth, several of which might easily 
have been mistaken for gold coins. His 
theory is that the young man was 
“doped” for the purpose of robbery. The 
old coins, however, were found upon his 
body after death, but the coroner ac- 
counts for this on the theory that after 
the robbers discovered the rea! nature of 
the collection they left the articles. Mr. 
Barbour’s family belleves that his son 
was murdered and he will make every 
effort to sift the matter thoroughly.

Girl Says 


She Prefers. Prison 
Life to Her Old Home—Tells 
About How She Killed 
Her Baby Brother for

Jackson, Miss., October 15.—(Special.)— 
A petition has been filed with the govern- 
or for the pardon of Hettie Record, a 
thirteen-year-old girl, who enjoys the dls- 
tinction of being the youngest criminal 
ever sent to the penitentiary. She was 
convicted of infanticide, in Marshall 
county, @avhen she was only nine years 
of age, and was sent to the penitentiary 
shortly afterwards. She has served four 
years of her ten year term and has been 
employed in making clothes in the wo- 
man’s department since being incarcera- 
ted. Hettie’s victim was a baby brother 
of hers, who was given to her to take 
care of while her parents worked else- 
where. According to her statements, the 
child “‘erfed and cried, and kept a crying 
till I jes’ picked up er ax and peeled him 
side de haid.’” Immediately after this 
summary stoppage of his infantile 
querulgusness she hid the ‘body in a 
thicket, where it was discovered the next 
day. On account of her tender age the 
judge gave her only ten years in the 
penitentiary as punishment. It may be 
Stated that the efforts to secure her par- 
don are being made by her relatives on 
the outside, she has never yet ex- 
pressed the slightest dislike for her pres- 
ent residence. On'‘the contrary, she has 
frequently remarked the great improve- 
ment which it was in the matter of diet 
and clothes over her former abode in 
Marshall county. She seems perfectly 
satisfied with her present condition and 
the grim precincts of the penitentiary 
have doubtless usurped the place of home 
in her affections.

COULD NOT RELEASE GRIP 


Israel Blair Says Wire He Held Was 
Heavily Charged. 


HE BRINGS SUIT FOR $5,000 


Alleges He Was Burned by Electric 
Current and One Finger Nail 
Dropped Off. 


According to a petition filed by Israel 
M. Blair in a damage suit for $5,000, 
which he brought against the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company yesterday in the 
city court of Atlanta, he had a most hare 
rowing experience with a bit of barbed 
wire which he saw hanging down from 4 
post on the Mayson and Turner’s ferry 
road about a year ago, 

Blair says that on October 29, 1899, he 
was a passenger on a car of the defend- 
ant company, and gwhen near Procitors 
bridge, he alighted.and started-across the 
road in tke direction-of the place to which 
he was going. Unfortunately for him, as 
it turned out afterwards, he observed a 
piece of barbed wire hanging down al- 
most in his path. 

He declares this wire was attached to @ 
trolley car pole by clamps. Not suspect- 
ing that it was connected with a trolley 
wire, he says, he took hold. of it to re- 
move jt from the sidewalk; Blair alleges 
that the wire was charged with fully 50! 
velts of electricity, amd that he received 
the full benefit of the current, 

The second he graspedwethe wire Blair 
declares he was Pe eg the post and 
his hand was pafralyged. He says his 
body was shocked t6 such an extent that 
he could not tet go, @nd that the concus- 
sion on ‘his brain Was, $0 gfeat that he 
almost lost consciousmé#s. * 

Realizing, he says, thi} death would re- 
sult if he did not es¢ape from the deadly 
embrace-of the charged wire. he began 
to struggle to disengage himself, and was 
finally successful. Blair says that during 
this experience the flesh was torn from 
his hands, and that one of his finger 
nails dropped off. 

This same case was tried before Judge 
A. E. Calhoun in the second division of 
the city court not Yong ago, and it was 
nonsuited. At that time. it is said, the 
plaintiff proved the exist\4%ice of a piece of 
barbed wire stretching from pole to pole, 
but failed to show conclusively thar the 
wire which he caught hold of Was con- 
nected in any way with the trolley wire. 

The screet car company, through its at- 
torneys, Simmons & Pettigrew, has filed 
an answer to the suit, in which many of 
the allegations are denied, and it is set 
forth that if such a wire did eXist it was 
upon the pr rtv of the defendant, and 
that Blair was trespassing. The plaintiff 
is represented by Attorney W. M. Bray. 


NEARLY FIVE THOUSAND 


COMMISSIONS ARE READY 


Retween now and January Ist Governor 
Candler will be called upon to sign his 
name to nearly 5,000 commissions which 
go to county and judicial officers of the 
state and to officers acting for Georgia in 
a semi-judicial capacity in other states. 

This is a year of commissions. They 
come only twice in a decade, for only 
every four years area aS Many commis- 
sions signed by the chief executive as will 
be signed between now and January Ist. 

The signature of the governor must ac- 
company every commission to a county 
officer, and as there are approximately 
1,400 county officers in Georgia, the chief 
executive has. taken time by the forelock 
and already divedsinto the work before 
him. Within thirty’ days’ time the com- 
missions to be issued to the judges and 
solicitors of the sup@rior courts and to the 
of the different districts 
in congress must go and to these 
must be added the fifty odd commissions 


representatives 
out 


for officers of county courts. 

It wil] necessary this year for the 
governor to recommission all the commis- 
sioners of deeds for Georgia in other 
states and these commissioners to whose 
ranks new recruits are being added each 
week number now more than 250. Com- 
missioners of deeds are commissioned 
only every four years. 

The greatest task in this connection is 
that of issuing eommissions to the 3,000 
justices and ex-officio justices of the 
pea¢e with which the state is infested. 
Governor Candler will be called on about 
January ist to undertake this’ work. 
Added together it is seen that the number 
of commissions go almost to 5,000, show- 
ing the large army of men who are re- 
sponsible in varying degrees to the chief 
executive of the state for the faithful 
performance of their dutles. 

As soon as the results in the election of 
county officers can be cqmpiled they will 
be certified to by the secretary of state 
and forwarded to the governor, who fs 
now busily engaged in getting these ccm- 
missions ready. There is in fact no 
busier officer of the state at this time 
than Governor Candler. At odd moments 
when the stream of visitors ceases and 
the flow of correspondence slackens he is 
hard at work on the message to be de- 
livered next week to the general as- 
sembly.

Nevertheless he made up 
the package of candy and started with it 
down the street in the direction indicated. 

He did not find anybody wanting candy 
and he started back to his home. When 
nearly there he saw two men standing in 
his gate, and he n aturally supposed they 
were the persons who wanted the candy. 

Just as he was about to step into his 
gate one of the men struck him a quick 
and hard blow with some heavy instru- 
ment and knocked him to the ground. 

Joyce was stunned, but not so badly 
but what he could cry for help. His cries 
brought a number of neighbors from their 
houses and his assailants were forced to 
run away before they had time to rob 
him. 

Joyce is a quiet and hard working man. 
He says he knows of no enemies who 
would wish to assault him and he can 
only explain the attack on the same sup- 
position as that of the police, and he 
states that he believes he was tolled from 
his home by one of the two men who at- 
tacked him and knocked him down. 

His wound is serious and he may be a 
sufferer for several days.

Captain Crankshaw’s Comrades Take 
Action on His Recent Sad 
Death. 

In the far away Philippines the recent 
sad death of Captain Frank F. Crank- 
sbaw was learned with great sadness By 
the members of his regiment. As soon as 
the announcement reached the-scene of 
his late activities at the front, appropri- 
ate action was taken in the shape of the 
following order, a copy of which was for- 

warded The Constitution: 

Headquarters Twerty-eighth Infantry, U. 8. 
V.. Binan, Province of Laguna, August 3}, 
1900.—General Orders. No. 75. With sor- 
row that will be joined in by every officer and 
enlisted man of the regiment, the regimental 
commander annources: receipt of news by ca- 
blegram from the A. G. O., Washington, D. C., 
that Captain Frank F. Crenshaw died on the 
28th instant. Neither the place of death nor 
the immediate cause Was mentioned in ths 
cablegram. 

Captain Crenshaw originally entered the ser- 
vice as second lieutenant, Third U. s. V. in- 
fantry, June 17, 1898, was promoted first lieu- 
fenant August 22d, and was honorably mustered 
out May 2, 1899. He was appointed cap- 
tain Twenty-eighth infantry, U. 8. V., July 
5, [899, in which office he served until the 
time of his death. .

Washington, October 15.—(Special.)—

It will in fact 
be a long step forward, as the question 
whether or not the depot will be built 
will then be up to the legislature. The 
Senate of the last legislature, it will be 
remembered, passed a depot bill calling 
for an appropriation from the state mid 
the bill was defeated in the house solely 
for the reason that that body had no 
time at the close of the session for its 
consideration. 

This time it will be different. The bill 
calling for the appropriation with which 
to improve the terminal property of the 
State will be introduced in both houses 
at the opening of the session. It will 
Start out with the favorable and unquali- 
fied indorsement of the governor, to- 
gether with what personal support he 
can with propriety give, and it will find 
fewer opponents than it did in the last 
general assembly.

Fifty-seven 


Suits for Divorce Are 
Now Pending. 


ONLY NINE ARE ANSWERED 


Court Records Show That Term’s 
Crop Is About Normal—Appear- 
ance Docket Called Yesterday. 


In Fulton county the divorce suit crop 
remains about normal. Each term in the 
superior court, especially the fall terms, 
there are from fifty to sixty suits fur 
divorce filed. About a third of that num- 
ber are settled satisfactcrily by the in- 
terested parties, while a very smal! ma- 
jority are fought in the cotrt. 

Of the 389 suits brought to this term of 
the superior court, exactly fifty-seven are 
sults for divorce. And of that number of 
petitions for total separation, forty-eight 
cre unanswered. Nine suits Aave been 
answered, and itd4ds reasonable to suppose, 
taking past experiences into consilera- 
tion, that a goodly percentage of these 
will be settled out of court. 

Court records indicate tha the divorce 
cults answered by the defendants are 
usually of such nature as to make :t 
reasonably ‘certain that the aggrieved 
parties would forget their differences and 


that the suits would be withdrawn, In | 


the cases of unanswered suits of this kind 
it is only a question of time until the 
plaintiffs are awarded verdicts, as the law 
requires that two juries shall pass! ypon 
each one, 

At the fall term of last year there were 
sixty-one unhappy hearts rapping at the 
doors of the courts for release from un- 
lelpmeets. That number Was 
just four cases more than appear on the 
superior court docket for the present fall 
term. The calendar for the spring term 
1898 shows thai there were fifty-six 
diverce suits to be tried. During the past 
few years there has never been any con- 
siderable decrease or increase in the num- 
ber of suits cé this character. 

Yesterday in the superior court was call 
day of the appearance docket, at which 
time all cases sounded and not defended 
were marked in default. All defendants 
against whom suits were filed to this term 
of the court will have judgment taken 
against them at the pleasure of the 
plaintiffs and the convenience of Tthe 
ec urt. 

The docket of the present term, while 
rot a large one, so far as the number of 
cases is concerned, is interesting, as it 
contains a number of highly important 
eases, the trial of which will doubtless 
consume some time. It is not an uncom- 
mon thing to have 500 cases pending trial 
in the superior court during the fall term. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding officer 
of the Fulton superior c>i1rt, has, since 
the. beginning of the term In September, 
been very busy. He has disposed of a 
large number of interesting cases, and at 
present the business of the court is right 
up to date, and the docket is being clear- 
ed with remarkable rapidity. 

Aside from sitting on the bench through- 
out the entire morning, Judge Lumpkin 
has been called upon to hear quite a 
number of matters in his chambers during 
the afternoon. | 
decisions in several important cases, 
hearings in which were had beforé him in 
chambers. 

Next Monday morning the criminal 
branch of the superior court will open 
for a term of several weeks, with Judg> 
John 8S. Candler: presiding. The Fulton 
grand jury will be called ‘together to- 
morrow morning by Solicitor General C.

New York, October 15.—The feature of the 
morning cotton market Was the exception of a 
considerable number of stop loss orders on 
basis of 9%c for January. A decline in Liver- 
pool, where the market displayed unexpected 
weakness, combined with a heavy movement 
of new cotton in the south and almost perfect 
weather for maturing the top crop in the 
cotton belt, caused a decline of about 15 
points at the opening of the local market. A 
large amount of cotton had been purchased 
duiang the advaice,and much of {t was not sold 
on the sudden change of sentiment following 
the government report. Stop loss orders had 
been placed in the belief that a reaction might 
be reasonably expected and these were reached 
this morning. The continual offering of cotton 
by speculative holders and the pressure to 
sell actual cotton by producers induced a de- 
gree of weakness that’ had not been exceeded 
since the decline began. During the earlier 
dealings many professionals bought expecting a 
reaction, but Liverpool continued weak and 
holders sold quickly on every break. While 
the actual marketing of cotton is having a 
depressing effect upon prices, there is noth- 
ing in the crop movement to furnish a con- 
clusive indication as to the size of the yield. 
The amount in sight en the crop is 1,727,- 
818 bales—about 140,000 less than last year, 
270,000 less than in 1898 and 190,0C0 less 
than in ihe total of 18697. The cotton trade 
is just beginning to feel the difference between 
a cotton fam:ne and a moderate supply. Ina 
few weeks the world’s visible supply is ex- 
pected to be in excess of 3,000,000 bales.

INDIAN SUMMER IS HERE: 
WEATHER MAN ELUCIDATES 


What is Indian summer? We all know 
in the same indefinite way that we know 
what the dog days are, but when does it 
begin and what are the peculiar mete- 
orological conditions that produee it? It 
was with the intention to have these 
points elucidated that the weather bu- 
reau man was quizzed yesterday, and his 
answer was something like this: 

“Indian summer may broadly be defined 
as a peculiarity of climate occasioned by 
the longest dry spell of the year. As Oc- 
tober is the dryest month of the twelve, 
and November a close second, Indian 
summer may already be said to have be- 
gun, but its presence is not generally rec- 
ognized until vegetation is in the sere 
and yellow leaf. To the lay observer this 
delightful season, suggestive of cider and 
husking bees, is marked by a hazy, mel- 
low condition of the atmosphere, and a 
physical influence akin to that tired feel- 
ing sometimes denominated spring fever. 
When the languorous spell of Indian sum- 
mer is at its height, the average man, in- 
haling a subtle something in the crisp 
ozone that back boyhood days, is 
seized with uncontrollable desire 
drop everything and go chestnutting 
‘possum hunting, just as in the spring 
is bound to go fishing. 

“Without going into the psychological 
phase of the subject—and no season is 
more marked in this respect—it can be 
said with directness and truth that Indian 
summer is caused by drouth and smoke. 
The hazy, dreamy atmospheric effects of 
these golden autumn days, intensified in 


calls 
an 


beauty by gorgeous red sunsets, can with 
scientific certainty’ be attributed to forest 
fires. This may sound strange in a coun- 
try where there are no forest fires—on a 
bald prairie, for instance—but that is the 
cause, nevertheless. A forest fire in Wis- 
consin would be noticeable in the upper 
air here in Atlanta. These high air cur- 
rents travel at as great a speed as 250 
miles an hour, and enough forest fires are 
raging somewhere on this side of the 


| planet, after the timber is dry as tinder 


in the fall, to distribute smoke as a thin 
pall over the canopy of heaven. 

““With drouth alwaysS comes dust, and as 
the winds catch up these minute particles 
of earth and bear them to join the smoke 
in the upper air currents, the hazy effect 
is intensified. As there is no rain to pre- 
cipitate this dust to the ground, it re- 
mains suspended fordong periods, and the 
appearance of the sun shining throughi the 
intervening dust and smoke is what gives 
the landscape its meliow glory. Crimson 


sunsets are the result of the dying orb of | 


day glimmering through this prosaic pall. 
When the terrific volcanic 
occurred on the island of Java a few 
years ago, red sunsets were common all 


over the world for many months. Scient- | 
ists accounted for the phenomenon by the | 


fact that the earthquake and the unusual 
volcanic activity had ladened the upper 
air with a vast amount of dust, which, 
owing to the subsequent 
drouths, could neither be dissolved nor re- 
turned to earth.

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GOOD ORDER IN THE TOWER. 


Jailers Have Rules Which Are Rig- 
idly Enforced—How Miller Man- 
ages the prison at Night. 


Under the management of Jailer Miller 
the Tower is a model prison at night 
for system and order. 

With the rules of Chief Jailer Fain 
about the turnkeys strictly enforced, 
Jailer Miller carries out a programme in 
the prison at night which makes the place 
as quiet and orderly as one of the Unit- 
ed States penitentiaries. 

Under the rules, each floor has a turn- 
key, and that turnkey cannot leave the 
floor to which he is assigned. If he does, 
he is placed in a cell and another ap- 
pointed turnkey in his stead. 

At night the prisoners are all placed 
in their cells at a certain hour. They 
can talk to each other from cell to cell 
for an hour or two. 

Exactly at 9 o'clock Jailer Miller goes 
to each floor, turns down all the corri- 
dor lights and calls out: 

“Nine o'clock!” 

That means that there must be no more 
talking or noise of any kind. The pris- 
oners have become used to the rules and 
they give no trouble whatever. 

“It takes system to run a big prison,”’ 
Says Jailer Miller, “and we have the 
Tower now so that everything moves 
along a8 smoothly as could be desired."’

Negroes Doing Business on Licenses 
Furnished by the Ordinary to 
Confederate Veterans. 

The police made cases against Matt 
Williams and Pearl Smith, two negroes, 
on Sunday for keeping open doors on the 

Sabbath for trade and traffic. 

The cases were tried in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon. 

It transpired from the evidence that 
both the negro man and the negro woman 
were doing business on free licenses is- 
sued to confederate veterans by the ordi- 
nary. 

One of the veterans whose license was 
put to this use was in court and he stated 
that Pearl Smith conducted @ small fruit 
stand for him, as he had to spend most of 
his time buying second-hand clothes. 

The veteran who gave his license to 
Matt Williams did not show up. 

The recorder dismissed the cages for 
keeping open decors on Sunday. as the 
evidence was not. sufficient to convict, but 
he took occasion to tei] the negroes that 
they could not do business on veterans’ 
licenses. unless the veterans were there at 
the stores every day. 

“You will have to take out licenses of 
your own,” the recorder stated to the 
defendants. They promised to do so and 
were allowed to go.
